laid on the table %nd the matter 
will be decided upon at the regu- 
lar state conference to be held in 
Frankfort in October by invita-i 
tion of the Frankfort chapter and 
the Susannah Hart Shelby chap- 
ter of the state capital. 

Mrs. Charlton Alexaiulcr, Paris, 
read the report o£ the committee 
who went to Floyd county last 
autumn to investigate the site 
which was finally chosen. The of- 
fer from there was the new school 
Imiiilini;. six and one-half acres of 
land and subscriptions from the 
])eoi)le, the land valued at $10,000 
and the school at $6,000. Mrs.

Due to a call for help from 
overseas, the Red Cross local 
woiriorooms «re to be reopened in 
Richmond just as soon as a suit- 
able pUce can be secured. Mrs. 
W. H. Grider, chairman of the lo- 
cal chapter, has received an ur- 
gent letter asking that something 
be done for the children of Eu- 
rope who are suffering for the 
bare necessitites of clothing as 
well as food. Tiie Lake Division 
News says this of the call that 
lias been" made : 

" The Greatest Mother on 
Earth." always responsive to the 
appeals of her suffering children, 
has heard the cry for clothing 
which has -gOiie up from the hun- 
dreds of thousands of little ones 
in Central Europe who are walk- 
ing barefoot and clad only in the 
im ager rags or newspapers. 

As this issue of the News goes i 
to press letters are being scnu 
out from Lake Division headc|uar 
ters mobilizing chapter workers 
in a great sewing circle lo pro- 
vide garments for the destitute 
children abroad. 

This renewal of production will 
take place in conuuon with simi- 
lar sle])s by other divisions of the 
Red Cross, the duty which our or- 
ganization l>ears toward the great 
l)()dy of hel])le>s children across 
the .seas clearly recognized. 

"Every mail brings renewed re- 
que>ts from the ( 'oniniis--ion of 
Europe for clothing for the chil- ! 
drcn served by the Child Welfare ' 
Units," W. I'rank rersoii>. vice 
chairman in C harge of Domestic 
Operations, wrote in urging upon : 
Lalce Division the vital imi)ort-! 
ance of organizing for the relief! 
of the despeiate needs abroad. I 
With materials furnished by the j 
Red Cross native women of the 
destitute countries of Central Eu- 
rope today are at w^ork in an at- 
tempt to meet the distress among j 
their children, but their ettortsj 
are in no wise sufiicient to solve; 
the., problem. The Red Cro^s.i 
therefore, is putting squarely up 
to its members throughout the 
ctjuntry whether or not chapters 
shall undertake a production pro- 
gram. In fate of the appalling 
situation overseas it is confident- 
ly expected chapters will at once 
pledge their support and services 
towards fulfilling the obligation 
which every representative of the 
Red Cross who has come in 
contact with the tragedy of child 
life in Eurojie feels >o keenly.

Grider which tells what is urgent- 
ly needed is as follows :
